could not be -arranged. On tin 
other hand, he had boforer him thi 
valuation ot his consulting en 
glneers, the Loveland Engineering 
Company; the figures, no doubt, 
the directors of his corporation 
would havo In mind us the worth 
of. their Torrance waterworks.

"The results of several confer­ 
ences could not bring us to much 
accord. Wo were xounded out on 
compromising nt the midway point 
of the two valuations, but we felt 
$137,000 waa the economic llmll 
the city should go. Apparently. 
Mr. Shotts sensed the scriousnei 
of your council in maintaining 
that that was your top price, and 
agreed as far aa bo was em­ 
powered, .to accept that offer s)ib- 
Ject to the approval of the direc-

-rs of his company.
"Personally, 1 feel that your 

council has accomplished a note­ 
worthy tusk to the best interest:) 
of tho public. Frankly, It never 
could have been expected to buy 
the water system at your' own 
uppralBul. And Just as frankly I 
can say that the price Is sound 
and will result in a saving of time, 
money and general benefit to your

', "In closing, may I say I sin­ 
cerely hope you feel the same 
sense of pride that I ' do in the 
part we have played in arriving 
at a fair and acceptable figure for 
the waterworks.
